HE banana is properly called the 


food fruit, because of its high 
food value, and the story has 


come to Northern scientists of men 
who do hard manual labor in the trop- 
ics and live on a diet of six bananas 
a day. 


The old story that "I can't eat ba- 


nanas, because they give me Indiges- 
tion," is heard over and over again; 
and the main reason for this is that 
housewives serve the fruit befort it is 
fully ripened. You would expect tron- 


tt

ble if you eat green peaches or apples 
—why make the banana an exception? 


When bananas are really ripe, the 


skin 1s beginning to turn black 
and 


even if the covering is entirely brown 
with black flecks, the banana is not 
spoiled, 
provided 
nature's 
air-tight 


package has not been broken by care- 
less tearing from the stalk. 


If bananas are rip* 
they are very 


easily digested, because the percentage 
of fruit sugar is then the highest and 
the amount of non-assimilable starch 


lowest The average time for the di- 
gestion of a ripe banana is one and 
three-quarter hours, in comparison to 
three and a half hours for a soft boil- 
ed egg and five hours and twenty min- 
utes for roast pork. 


The effect of ripe bananas in the in- 


testines ii valuable because it reduces 
decomposition '^•through a lactic 
acid 


fermentation and has an antiseptic ac- 
tion on the products of decomposition,

Will drilled corn 
yield higher 


than th<? hill method of planting' 
This question is frequently asked 
by farmers who believe that it is 
pos&ible to grow much more corn 
to the acre by drilling than by hill 
planting. 


At the Ohio Experiment station 


an increase of only four and one- 
half bushels per acre has been har- 
vested over a long period of time 
in favor of drilled corn. 


For machine cutting drilled corn 


is favored, but for hand harvesting 
the hill method Is preferred 
by 


most farmers. 
Cultivation is eas- 


ier by the hill method. 


Four or five kernels per hill have 


given a slightly larger acre yield 
than the three kernel rate, but the 
grain is inferior in quality 
from 


this thick planting. Usually three 
kernels per hill is satisfactory.

ELYRIA—According to Artemas 


Beebe, one of the city's 
original 


settlers, the first Improvement in 
Elyria township In the way of clear- 
ing the unbroken forest was begun 
by Clark Eldred, on bis land 
ou 


Murray Ridge who cleared two 
acres of ground. 


The first clearing in Elyria vil- 


lage was made at the foot of Broad 
street near the river, and progress- 
ed westward as occasion required. 


In this clearing the houses of Ar- 


temas Beebe and Herman Ely were 
erected. George Douglas and Ger- 
shotu Dranks, carpenters 
from 


Westfield, Mass., about April 1st, 
1817, and soon after the work of 
building was begun. 
The first 


frame building was to be occupied 
by a store and was erected on the 
southwest corner of the Ely home- 
stead lot on the southwest corner of 
Cedar and Broad streets. 
It was 


20 x 40 feet, one story high, and 
had no cellar. At first it was used 
as a carpenter shop and the next 
year it was occupied by Edmund 
West & Co., who filled It with goods 
for sale. The next building was a 
home for Mr. Ely that still stands, 
and is now occupied by the Knights 
of Columbus. This dwelling was 
for many years the finest in the 
village, and was the center of many 
pleasant social gatherings. 
It was

During the fall 
following Mrs. Man gave birth to a 
child, the second one born in the 
township. She died on March 9th, 
1823, 
and her 
remains were the 


first interred in the Elyria ceme- 
tery. 
A simple slab of sandstone 


marks the spot, inscribed: In mem- 
ory of Mrs. Clamancy Mann, con- 
sort of Mr. Enos Mann, who died 
March 9th, 1823, in the fortieth 
year of her age. 


Neri Gulpin, of Litchfield county, 


Connecticut, settled 
in Elyria in 


1822 on the farm later occupied by 
Anson Pangborn. 
Seven children 


came with him. 
Lewis Ely, jr., 


came to Elyria in 1823, purchased 
two lots on West Broad street, and 
put up a small frame house, he re- 
turned to his former 
home, and 


came back to Elyria with his family 
in 1824 
He was killed by a run- 


away horse m 1831. 
He was sher- 


iff of Lorain county at the time. 


Francis Douglas came to Elyria 


from Westfield in 1820. H weas a 
carpenter and a Methodist preach- 
er. He built several houses one of 
which had a brick front, and was 
formerly occupied by the Republic- 
an Printing Co. It stood Just north 
of the city hall, on the site of the 
present Turner block. 


Calvin Smith brought his family 


from Naugatuck, Conn , in 1819. 
He built a log house east of the 
river on what is now the corner of 
Cleveland and Olive street. He was 
a fine singer and led the singing 
in the early religious services held 
in a log school house east of the 
river. 


Heber Seekins was another pion- 


eer and came to Stafford, Vt. 
He 


was for years connected with mili- 
tary organizations and was consid- 
ered a very patriotic young man. 


Immediately after the first settle- 


ment Mr. Ely and others felt tho 
importance 
of 
establishing 
and 


maintaining religious institutions. 
They had built a log school house- 
on the triangular piece of ground 
between the highway and the rail- 
way east of the river. 
Here 
the 


pioneers assembled every Sunday 
and conducted religious worship. 
Mr Ely usually read a sermon, and 
Luther Lane and William Smith led 
in prayer. Calvin Smith and Irene 
Allen led the singing. 
The first 


sermon in Elyria was preached by 
Rev. 
Alvin Hyde, on February 5th, 


1818. 
His text was from Jonah 


2-0, "^ilvation Is of the Lord."

Elyria's Oldest Postoffice Employe 


Fourfd 7f#<ec<?ssary to Learn Polish 
And Later Teach Hungarians English 


In Order to Fulfill Carrier's Job 


ELYRIA —Ralph golcomb. oldest 


employe of the Elyria poatoffice, 
remlnlecently recalls the days about 
thirty years ago when the young 
men of Elyria felt it necessary to 
go out Into the world to make good 
but finally returned to their native 
bailiwick and yearned for a chance 
to nerve ae a clerk or carrier in 
the Elyritt postofflce. 


Mr. Holconibe accurately depicts 


the periods during the 25 years in- 
cidental to the growth and develop 
nient of the postofflce and which 


, growth is conceded to be the bar- 
ometer of the way the 
city has 


grown. 
Many of the'old familiar 


bites which Mr. Holcomb encounter- 
ed In his early days with the post- 
office are now a mere memory. 


He recalls the coming in of the 


foreign population. There was no 
children to act as Interpreters. No 
other advance foreigners to act as 
interpreters. Mr. Holcomb 
recalls 


the trying days he ha'd to make the 
foreigners understand and the ef- 
fort he had to put forth to see that 
the mail was delivered properly. 
He learned Hungarian and then he 
taught the Hungarians the Eng- 
lish language. Mr. Holcomb's stir- 
ring historical story follows:

makes the trips on the road. 


It was soon found that the town 


was too large and the amount of 
mail received too heavy for three 
carriers to take care of and a fourth 
carrier was granted at the close 
of F. S. Reefy's first term as post- 
master and held good during the 
administration of James F. Allen. 
At this time a 
vacancy occurred, 


which gave Ralph Holcomb an ap- 
pointment as letter carrier, a posi- 
tion which he held for twenty-five 
years—or until 
four 
years ago, 


when he was transferred to postof- 
fice clerk, which he still holds— 
having had the distinction of car- 
rying mail longer than anyone in 
Elyria and with one exception 
in 


the county. 


Quite a change from four car- 


riers of thirty years ago to the six- 
teen of today that is needed to cover 
the city, 
besides 
the four, rural 


carriers, something that was not 
dreamed of at that time, and it has 
only been a short time that a regu- 
lar parcel post carrier has been add- 
ed to the force. 
Two special de- 


livery messengers are required also 
four available sub-carriers for the 
vacation period. 
With Postmaster 


D. W. Seward, Assistant Postmaster 
Erie D- Chapman, Superintendent 
Carl W. Martin and Special Clerk 
Bprnie Perkins, there are five dis- 
tributers, four clerks in the monty 
order and register department and 
three clerks at the general delivery 
stamp 
and 
parcel post windows, 


making a force of over forty neces- 
sary for the needs of today, not for- 
getting to mention the three jani- 
tors and night watchman who keep 
themselves busy keeping things in 
order. 


In fact not long ago the clerks 


played the carriers a game of ba'l 
and in the old days there was hardly 
enough to play one-old cat. So one 
cannot help but feel that Elyria is 
a growing city and It needs no cen- 
sus to cause the post office to re- 
alize it—the amount of mail will 
prove it up and one of the big things 
that helps one to realize it is the 
extra amount of mail brought up 
from the trains occasioned by the 
inauguration of the parcel post sys- 
tem. The old hand cart and wagon 
proved inadequate and a truck is 
kept busy from early to late. The 
C. O. D. department is another fea- 
ture added of late which meets with 
popular favor and is 
being used 


more each day. 


One thing that Elyria is espec- 


ially favored with Is in the arrival 
of mail trains being so situated that 
the morning trains arrive with the 
bulk of the mail so that the carriers 
can report at a reasonable hour and 
stUl be able to return, have lunch 
time off and report for the after- 
noon trips catching the heavy east- 
ern and westprn mails, and from 
that time until evening there is no 
mail of any consequence to come in. 
This makes ideal 
working1 condi- 


tions and furthermore it is fortun- 
ate for the patrons of the post of- 
fice. There is still plenty of work 
' for the clerks in the evening and a 
crew Is busy the best part of the 
night, 
while 
the 
morning crew 


comes on long before davlight to get 
everything ready for the carriers 
when they report. 


Many 
concessions have been 


granted postal employes In the last 
twenty years, brought on a great 
deal by means of organizations or 
associations 
of 
postoffice clerks, 


letter 
carriers, 
and railway mail 


clerks. 
While it is practically im- 


possible for a government employe 
to strike they are granted the privi- 
lege of presenting bills to congress 
and also of allowing their represen- 
tatives to meetAvith the committees 
on post roads, etc. 


Before these 
associations were 


formed there was no such thing as 
the eight hour law, Sunday closing 
law, no old age or disability pen- 
sion, no sick loavo or vacation per- 
iods. 
All these things have made 


working conditions better. The old 
carriers hart no time limit and many 
an Elyria family can remember the 
mail man bringing the mail after 
dark. 


Going back to the days of the 


four carriers once more at the old 
post office at the. corner of Second 
street and Cheapside, one cannot 
help but wonder how such a small 
room could ever supply the needs 
of a post office, especially when one 
considers that the lobby of the post 


I office of today has about as much 


i floor space. And then the old meth- 
od of post marking 
letters 
and 


i cards—with a hand stamp would 
never do today at this office, where 
an 
electric 
cancelling 
machine 


marks a thousand a minute. Why 
with the old way around the first 
of th« month with the telephone, 


gas, water and electric light bills 
the poor clerk would spend the best 
part of a day cancelling and would 
have no time left to distribute. 


Before Elyria supported a dally 


newspaper 
the 
carriers had the 


Weekly Republican, Elyria Demo- 
crat and Lorain County Reporter 
to deliver each week, making 
an 


addition to their troubles. But that 
like maay others, is a thing of the 
past and yet when one gets into a 
reminiscent mood one can not help 
but feel that a history of the post- 
office is practically nothing mor« 
than a history of Elyria but when 
you pass down Broad street you 
look in

If you have the: time and in- 


clination you beat it over to West- 
ern Heights where I put in eight 
years teaching the Hungarians how 
to speak English, because this was 
the time before the 
social settle- 


ment, Social Service, Child Welfare, j 
etc, had taken root in this settle- 
ment. 
There were no kids to in- 


terpret for you and finally I took 
lessons in Hungarian at the Y. M. 
C. A., at Lorain—which helped a 
little. And as I wander on toward

houses have been taken over by the 
foreigners I can see a small town in 
itself and from the Duplex Foundry 
to the old Mussey quarry I can sea 
the Western Heights of tomorrow.

An outbreak of grub worms oc- 


curs every three years, according 
to H. A. 
Gossard, entomologist, 


Ohio Experiment station. 


The most destructive stago comes 


in the second and third years when 
the grubs feed heavily prior to pass- 
ing into the beetle stage. 


The beetles are the common hard- 


shelled brown ones 
attracted 
to 


lights in early June; they frequent- 
ly bump into our ceilings at night 
when they gain entrance to a dwell- 
ing. 


The beetle lays eggs whloh hatch 


into 
small 
grubs the first year. 


These grubs, however, do compara- 
tively little damage; the following 
year they develop Into large grubs 
and attain full size in early summer 
of the thijif year. 


Grubs Infest young timothy sod 


or blue grass fields and feed upon 
thp roots of the crops planted on 
newly plowed sod harboring them. 


No successful control has been

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P. J. McFarland, Oldest Postman in Point of 


Service at Local Office, Has Perambulated 
Some and Still on Job With Old Time Vigor 


P. J. M'FARLAND 


Well known and prominent post- 


man who has been carrying mail- 
for nearly 15 years. 


LORAIN—Rain or shine, sleet or 


•now, during sweetly fair or foul 


winds singing their dismal tunes; 
laden with messages of gladness or 
tokens of sadness, as an interme- 
diate between the fount of happi- 
ness or the source of distress; car- 
rying epistles telling of births, mar- 
riages, divorces or deaths, for more 
than fourteen years has P. J. Mc- 
Farland, Lorain'a oldest postman 
in point of continuous service trod 
the streets in discharge of his du- 
ties; bringing sunshine or shadows 
with his deliveries, who has three 
times six days a week for nearly 
15 years visited homes and busi- 
ness places. 


"The years have passed rapidly 


by," said Mr. McFarland in telling 
of his comparatively long service 
as letter carrier here. He entered 
the service of Uncle Sam on Decem- 
ber 10, 1906, and has only lost 
two days' pay in that length of time. 
He served first in South Lorain 
for 11 years and for the last four 
years he has been covering the busi- 
ness district of the city. 


Mr. McFarland walks an average 


of 16 miles a day, up and down the 
street, across the street and up and 
down stairs. He makes three trips 
six times a week, or a'total of 306 
working days a year. Basing the 
compution upon those figures 
he 


has walked a total of 73,440 miles 
in delivering mail here during more 
than 14 years of service. 


In other words, Mr. McFarland 


baa walked a distance, la carrying 
mail in Lorain equal to his per- 
ambulating in Paris, France, and 
back many tim.es. He has 'walked 
a- distance from here to San Francis- 
co, Cal., about 12 times. 
He has 


worn out an average of four pairs 
of shoes a year or a total of about 
60 pairs since he first donned the 
gray uniform. Recently two stars 
ware placed on-bis sleeve for his 
faithful and long service. 


Mr. McFarland 
is ~ one of the 


most widely known 
and popular 


residents of Lorain. He is a man 
of unusual cheerful disposition and 
is just as alert as be is agreeable.

Mr. McFarland entered the ser- 


vice of the post office here at the 
age of 18 years and made one of 
the best percentages In the exam- 
ination ever held at the local office. 
He is Just as spry today as when he 
first began to work for your Uncle 
Samuel. He is one of the youngest 
and oldest in point of service of 
any mall man in this section of 
the country. 


He attributes his health and vigor 


to 
outdoor- work-"breathing the 


pure air and regular habits. Such 
men usually pass the Biblical age 
of three score and ten.

by the Association of Railway Ex- 
ecutives here show that not 
only 


are the 
railroads 
of the United 


States facing serious 
difficulties, 


but that the railroads of Europe 
are facing even more critical con- 
ditions.

Post-war 
business 
depression 


and readjustment has brought the 
railroads of the world face to face 
with a struggle for existence under 
private ownership, according to the 
reports received here. 


The situation that confronts the 


American railroads Is 'A-ell known. 


"The financial position of 
the 


railways in the United States may- 
be bad, but they are apparently as 
badly off, if not worse in England," 
says a statement 
of the situation 


prepared 
by the Association of 


Railway Executives. 


"The railways in France are suf- 


fering from the 
same 
malady," 


says the statement. 


The railroads of Russia and Ger- 


many are known to be in a deplor- 
able condition, and the same holds 
true of the 
railroad 
systems 
in 


many of the smaller countries. 


The railroad systems of England 


on December 31, 1920, showed a 
deficit of $169,549,557 
to be met 


from the public treasury, according 
to the reports received here. 


The latest 
statistics available 


show that the French railroads suf- 
fered a deficit of $260,878,100 in 
1919 as compared with a deficit of 
$15,188.900 in 1913. 


The total deficit of the railways 


operated by the Canadian Govern- 
ment in 1920 is reported 
as $70,- 


£31, 734.

Electric raIIway companies thru- 


out tho t'»ited'.StaU»s on Thursday 
will celebrate the thirty-third birth- 
day of the overhead trolley car. 


It was in Richmond, Va., on May 


4, 1888, that tho modern overhead 
trolley really got Its start as a com- 
mercial enterprise. 
On that day 


.the Richmond Union Passenger Co., 
accepted as 
completed 
a double 


track line provided with thirty elec- 
tric cars, built by Frank J. Sprague, 
•who is still a resident of Naw York 
City. 


Acceptance of the thirty car sys- 


tem followed several months of ex- 
perience iu Richmond with a few 
small cars. As early/as February, 
1888 one small car was running on 
tha streets of Richmond, but many 
difficulties were encountered in the 
course of perfecting the line, so it 
really did not get under way suc- 
cessfully as a complete line until 
May 4. 


Invented by Blacksmith. 


For fifty years prior to that date 
scores of inventors, beginning with 
Thomas Davenport, a Brandon (Vt) 
blacksmith, had been working to- 
ward the goal which Sprague finally 
achieved. In his little shop in Bran- 
don, 
Davenport devoted his spare 


moments to making a working mod- 
el of an electric railway, and fin- 
ally in the autumn of 1835 he per- 
fected a car with electric magnetic 
power as a governing principle. Lat- 
er he set up a small circular rail- 
way in Springfield, Mass., and over 
It drove an electro-magnetic engine. 
But history credits him with 
ac- 


complishing little more. 


Following Davenport up to thq 


time of the civil war a number of 
inventors, including Professor Mo- 
ses G. Farmer, Thomas Hall and 
Professor C. G. Page, made numer- 
ous futile attempts to perfect 
an 


'electric railway. Of these men Pro- 
fessor Page .came nearest to suc- 
cess. 
On April 29, 1857, his car 


made a triall, trip, of "five and one- 
quarter miles-to Washington, D. C., 
to .the historic" village of Bladens- 
burg, Md. The/ trip -was accumplish- 
e din 39 minutes, and a maximum 
Speed of 19 miles an hour was at- 
tained. But this excessive speed 
••was entirely too much for the pro- 
fessor's batteries. 
Many of them 
were ruined. 
He was undaunted, 


however, and for many years after- 
ward he continued to attempt to 
perfect his invention. 
, During the next thirty years Hen- 
ry Pinciis, George Green and var- 
ious, others continued to perfect an 
"electric 
horse," but made little 


progress. 
Stephen D. 
Field and 


Thomas 
A. Edlsoa began exper- 


iments late in the 70's, and in 1879 


; field filed an application for a pat- 
ent on a third rail system. In 1880 
Mr. Edieon built a small road at his 


; laboratory in Menlo Park, N. J., 
and demonstrated the practicability 
; of electricity as power for trans- 
jportation. 
In 1883 at expositions 


Jin Chicago and Louisville, Messrs. 


j Field and Edison exhibited an eelc- 
tric locomotive, which ran around 
a circular track one-third of a mile 
in length. 


Meanwhile Mr. Sprague, a stu- 


dent at the United States Naval Ac- 
ademy, became interested in the 
electric field. In 1883 he resign- 
' ed from the navy and from that 
! time until five years later, when he 
] successfully operated 
the line In 


I Richmond, he devoted most of his 
time to studying electric railway 
problems. 


Plenty of Volunteers. 


The period of 1880 to 1888 wa3 


productive of many valuable con- 
tributions to the future industry by 
Edward M. Beatley and Walter H 
Knight, who in 1884 built a two- 
mile line in Cleveland. John C. Hen- 
ry who built small roads in Kansas 
, City and California; Professor Sid- 
. ney II." Short o£ Denver, Dr. Well- 
; ington Adams of St. Louis, Charles 
; J. Van Vepoele of Chicago and Leo 
i Daft of Greenfield, N. J. 
Daft per- 


fected an electric engine which. In 
1886, 
hauled a total of 300,000 per- 
sons in ol dhorse cars between Bal- 
timore and Hampden, Va. 


Some of Mr. Sprague's earlier 
tests were made in New York city, 
and among the persons who came 
to witness them was Jay Gould. Un- 
fortunately for the inventors, one 
day a fuse suddenly blew out near 
him with a startling flash, and he 
attempted to leap from the car. At 
once he lost all Interest in the fu- 
ture of electric railway develop- 
ment. 


The following clipping from the 


New York Sun 
of August, 1887, 
tells vividly of the rough reception 
which an electric car obtained dur- 
ing one of its try-outs in New York: 


"ELECTRICITY OX WHEELS' 
"They tried an electric railway 
car on Fourth avenue yesterday. It 
created an amount of surprise and 
consternation from Thirty-second 
street to One Hundred and Seven- 
teenth street that was something 
like that caused by the first steam- 
boat on the Hudson. Small boys 
yelled 'Dynamite!' and 'Rats' and 
made similar appreciative remarks

Eventually Mr. Sprague Interest- 


ed two of his friend*, Oscar T. Cros- 
by, latterly assistant secretary of 
the United States treasury, and 8. 
Dana Green, sufficiently In his pro* 
ject so that they went to Richmond 
'and aided him in the construction 
of a line there. 


A test of the first car finally was 


made in Richmond after dark on* 
night early in 1888, and It success- 
fully negotiated a hill. At the top 
of the hill, however, the car began 
to buck. Sprague Immediately or- 
dered It stopped, and In a loud 
voice told one of his assistants to 
go back to the car barn and obtain 
some. "Instruments" with which to 
put the car in condition. 
When 


sightseers, tired of waiting, dlspers- 
"instruments" — four long-eared 
ed the assistant returned with the 
mules—and the car was dragged 
back to its starting point. 


Much grief attached to the ini- 
tial attempt to maintain a regular 
service on the line. Plenty of peo- 
ple were willing to ride, but the car 
would not always run. When snow 
and sleet fell particular difficulty 
was experienced in keeping the 
overhead trolley clear. One meth- 
od used by Pat O'Shaughnessy, a 
mechanic, was to climb on top of 
tte car and sweep the Icicles off 
the trolley wire with a broom. 


Ties Laid in Mod. 


The first cars In Richmond were 


run over a mud roadbed on rails 
one-third the weight of present day 
rails. The road ras not ballasted, 
wooden stringers simply being laid 
in dirt. Despite all of these draw- 
backs, the first round trip of a little 
over three miles was made In about 
an hour, much to the, amazement of 
the Richmond residents. When the 
thirty cars were put in operation it 
was a sensation. 


News of the successful operation 


of the electric car in Richmond 
spread rapidly, and immediately de- 
mands went up all over the country 
fo rabandonment of horse cars in 
favor of electrically propelled cars. 
One of the interesting exhibits in' 
possession of Mr. Sprague is a heao- 
line in a New Orleans paper printed 
in 1888 which says: "Lincoln set 
the Negroes free! Sprague has set 
the mule free! 
The long eared 


mule no more shall adorn our 
streets." 


The great progress made In the 


United States in the next year in 
connection with electric railways at- 
tracted widespread attention, and 
in 1889 Mr. Sprague was called to 
Italy to Install a road. 
Later he 


built a line in Germany. 


Within the next year or so horse 


and cable cars disappeared rapidly, 
and the overhead trolley system waa 
almost universally adopted. 


Indicative of the great change 
that has come in the electric rail- 
way world In recent years is the 
difference In wage scales between 
the time that Sprague started his 
Richmond line and the present day. 
At the, beginning ot operation of 
electric cars In Richmond the day 
crews worked from ten to twelve 
hours for from $1.26 to $1.75. The 
night shifts worked from eight to 
ten hours for from 
76 cents to 


$1.25. The average wage paid by 
sixty companies, having more than 
100 miles of'track each, in the 
United States now is more than 58 
cents an hour, or an increase of 
from 300 to 700 per cent over the 
wages of thirty years ago. The fare 
on the first Richmond Hue was five 
cents. The first nickel paid for a 
ride is on exhibition today at a pub- 
lic Institution la Naw York. 


Big Industry Now. 


In the thirty-three years since 


Sprague's line began operating suc- 
cessfully, the electric railway indus- 
try has made enormous strides. To- 
day there are more than 80,000 
electrically propelled passenger cars 
in the United States which carry 
a total of approximately 14,000,- 
000,000 persons, or ten times as 
many as ride on the steam rail- 
roads annually. Their actual re- 
ceipts this year will amount to sev- 
eral hundred million dollars. 
The 
investment In lines is approximately 
$5,000,000,000, the trackage is 44,- 
400 miles and 300,000 men are em- 
ployed. 


If the European war had not in- 


:ervened, doubtless the growth of 
the Industry today would have been 
much larger. Increased operating 
costs and inability to obtain new 
finances under the 
low rates of 


fare which obtained at the begin- 
ning of the war, have retarded prog- 
ress recently. Electric rail-way lead- 
ers, however, are optomlstlc as to 
;he future. They hope that with a 
rearrangement of fare systems so as 
to make them more flexible, new 
money can be secured and work on 
extensions and betterments soon 
will be started again.

The Rebekah Degree was insti- 


tuted and founded by Schuyler Col- 
tax, a man very prominent in the 
different branches of'Odd Fellow- 
ship, and at that time, a represen- 
tative of the Grand Encampment, 
of Indiana, to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge of the United States. Pre- 
vious to this time efforts had been 
made to create a branch, which 
might be carried on by the wives 
of members of the Order. 


But after a hard fought battle, 


Colfax (the minority) succeeded in 
having the Rebekah Degree adopt- 
ed Sept. 20,-1861. 


At thla tin>e .it was regarded as 


an honorary degree for third de- 
gree members and their wives. A 
wife or daughter of an Odd Fellow 
was also entitled to receive it. This 
was not a part o'. the work, and 
was optional with 
bodies to accept it. 


Grand Lodge 
There was no 
statea' time to confer the degree. 


As it has long been considered 


among men, that by far the best 
part of our physically developed 
humanity are -the women, it is no 
wonder that a fraternity like Odd 
Fellowship, recognizing woman's 
great mission, and the adaptness 
of the association to her nature, 
should provide a degree especially 
for her.

What is more, he has au entirely new 
house every winter, which lasts most 
of the year, and it takes him about 
eight hours to construct it. The ma- 
terial, which is anew, costs nothing. It 
has to be a particular kind of snow, 
however; that la, the product of a sin- 
gle storm.

The southern end of the Colorado Des- 
ert crosses the borders and continues 
down along the northern coast for 
some distance Along the Pacific coast 
a low range of mountains recedes a 
short distance Inland, and continues

some distance. In the southern 


part of the peninsula they become 
higher, forming tha 8an Pedro moun- 
tains, which reach a height of over 10.- 
000 feet above the sea. Vast desolate 
plateaus of black Uu a, which surround 
little gem-llko valleya, are succeeded 
by extensive stretctiea of desert, upon 
which nothing but the cactus will 
grow. 


Lower California wo» one of the 


early discoveries of the Spaniards. 
Military expeditions proving a failure, 
the territory was placed In charge of 
the Jesuit missionaries. They explored 
all parts of the peninsula and estab- 
lished mivalons among the Indiana, 
Just as they did In California. At the 
same ime they introduced many of the 
crops and fruits of the Old World. 


Three Main TraOa, 


Three main trails wtre eitabllsksd 


throughout the length of th« peninsu- 
la, one following each coast and the 
other running near the center. These 
roads are today the only routes of 


Some of the old mission churches are 


still in use, while others are represent- 
ed simply by fragments of ruined walls 
and choked-up Irrigation ditches.

Ifot Much AsxtevJtttre, 


Agriculture has never flourished to 


any great extent la Lower California. 
Numerous colonies have been prac- 
tically failures, with the exception of 
some recent ones near the internation- 
al border, where water for Irrigation 
has been obtained from the Colorado 
river. All of the peninsula has been 
traversed many times by prospectors 
in search of gold, silver and other mln- 
esals, and a number of valuable mines 
hare been located in various places. 


The general climate is hot and arid, 


as ls~»vldenced ty the vegetation, al- 
though in the southern rations there 
are districts that have regular Sum- 
mer rains. As a consequence of the 
arid conditions the surface water is 
scarce and is limited to Isolated water- 
falls or to springs from which small 
streams sometimes flow for a short 
distance and then sink tato the earth. 


Lower California is divided for ad- 


ministration into the northern and 
southern portions. Knsenada, a small 
port on the west coast Is the capital 
of the northern section, and La Pas, 
en the eastern coast, is the capital of 
the southern portion. 


City of Six Thousand. 


La Pas Is the only city of any par- 


ttoular atze, and is a place of about 
1.000 people. 
The streets are well 


laid out and there are some excellent 
•tores and many comfortable houses. 
The gardens are filled with palms and 
various tropical trees, so that the city 
has quite a decided tropical appear- 
ance, although It is surrounded by an 
arid district. 
It is the base of the 


pearl fisheries, which are quite flour- 
ishing in the Quit 


These fisheries extend all along the 


Gulf coast and the output of pearls la 
an important item. Tie Juana (Aunt 
Jane) is a small town on the border 
not far from San Diego, and it is per- 
haps better known than any other 
town on the peninsula. 


Several skirmishes have taken place 


within its borders during the revolu- 
tionary disturbances of recent years. 
There are two town* on he border 


where names are » combination of 
Mexico and California. One is Meri- 
call and the other Is Calexioo. 


A Famoms Bay. 


Magdalena Bay. eonctmlng which 


there has been considerable talk, is the 
finest land-looked harbor on the Paci- 
fic coast, with a narrow entrance 
which is protected by high headlands. 


The 
bay i« about 15 miles across, 


with low sandy shores, and would fur- 
nish a One protection for scores of the 
largest vessels. It is also within sight 
of the regular sailing route of steam- 
ers bound for Panama. For that rea- 
son it would, it is thought by many, be 
a very advantageous possession of the 
United States, if It could be obtained 
by negotiations with the Mexican gov- 
ernment and the probabilities are that 
it will at some time fly the Stars and 
Stripes. 


The flora of Lower California is dif- 


ferent from that of any other part of 
the world, so naturalists say. There Is 
a wild profusion of gnarled aad thorny 
growths. There Is a fantastic tint of 
extraordinary forms which give the 
landscape an individuality unlike any- 
thing to be found elsewhere. The clrto 
is one of the most unusual of trees. It 
has a tall tapertor trunk. whUsh some- 
times reaches 60 feet in height, but 
has no leaves. There are some short 
thorny spines upon which tufts of 
small yellowish flowers appear. The 
trees look like poles stuck la th« 
ground.

••cause of Us desert character th« 


peninsula is very thinly peopled, and 
there are extensive sections where not 
a single inhabitant will be found. Th« 
most populous section is that south ol 
La Pas, where the rains are moat reg- 
ular. A few small towns or village! 
will be found scattered around thi 
coast, with a limited number of pros- 
pectors and miners gathered in the in- 
terior. 


The effort to colonize Lower Cali- 


fornia has been a tale of unbroken fail- 
ure for more than CO years. A fen 
rain years will cause apparent pros- 
perity, but the succeeding years may 
be rainless and disaster follows. Thos< 
who have studied Lower California say 
it is not all a hopeless desert, and 
there are some possibilities of agricul- 
ture through irrigation in many parts. 
The soil is rich and, like Southern Cal* 
ifornla, could be made to produce 
abundant crops if only water can be 
secured In some way for irrigation,
